Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1969,  compiled  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/70  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a  drop  in  the  birth  rate  to  a  figure  below  the 
national  average  but  for  the  second  time  in  the  past  three  years  there  were  no 
infant  deaths.  The  general  death  rate  remained  below  the  National  and  County 
average  and  there  was  again  no  maternal  mortality. 

Much  of  the  time  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  myself  was  taken  up 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year  in  checking  the  vigorous  wave  of  Sonne 
dysentery  which  spread  out  from  the  town.  However,  the  illness,  though  very 
infectious,  was  relatively  mild  in  nature,  without  complications.  Hong  Kong 
Flu  made  its  appearance  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  then  in  great  strength 
at  the  end,  but  thanks  to  the  Council*  s  policy  in  offering  influenza  vaccination 
free  to  its  office  staff  and  other  workers  every  autumn  these  were  largely 
protected  against  it.  Similarly,  with  the  help  of  vaccine  supplied  by  the 
County  Council,  I  was  able  to  offer  protection  to  district  nurses,  home  helps, 
ambulancemen  and  other  County  health  workers,  besides  to  the  staff  and  residents 
of  an  adjacent  Old  People* s  Home. 

Progress  on  the  environmental  side  was  maintained  as  detailed  by  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  to  whom  I  am  most  grateful  for  his  Report  and 
for  his  co-operation,  together  with  that  of  his  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspectors, at  all  times. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Clerk,  Surveyor,  other  Officers  and  Council 
Members  for  their  courtesy  and  support. 

I  beg  to  remain.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

Following  discussions  held  with  the  Joint  Administrative  Officer  of 
the  Mass  Radiography  Service,  arrangments  were  made  for  the  Unit  to  visit 
Union  Street  Car  Park,  Wells,  on  11th  August  for  a  morning  and  afternoon 
session  with  a  view  to  deciding  whether  attendance  at  these  sessions  warranted 
the  re-introduction  of  the  service  to  the  area.  Details  are  given  below  of 
the  results  of  this  visit.  Other  sites  visited  were  Norah  Fry  Hospital, 
Shepton  Mallet,  on  24th  March  when  8  males  and  180  females  were  examined  and 
H.M. Prison,  Shepton  Mallet,  on  12th  August  when  143  males  were  examined,  no 
abnormalities  were  detected  on  either  of  these  occasions.

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NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR. 19^9 

(the  figures  are  in  general  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be  attached  to 
them,  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made). 

Population  An  increase  of  20  over  the  mid-year  population  of  the  previous 
year  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General,  and  births  exceeded  deaths  by  3^ • 

Births 

Live  Births  fell  by  21  compared  with  the  previous  year,  with  a  corresponding 
fall  in  the  Corrected  Birth  Rate  to  a  figure  below  the  County  and  National 
averages;  illegitimate  live  births  were  less  and  the  percentage  similarly  lower. 
Still  Births  numbered  2  and  the  Still  Birth  Rate  was  the  same  as  for  England 
'and  Wales. 


Deaths 

All  Ages  rose  by  2  above  the  19^8  figure  but  the  Corrected  Death  Rate 
remained  better  than  the  County  and  National  rates  -  male  deaths  preponderated 
roughly  in  the  ratio  of  3  :  2. 

Infant  Mortality  it  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  there  was  none. 

Maternal  Mortality  as  above. 


Causes  of  Death 

Heart,  Cerebrovascular  and  Other  Diseases,  of  the  Circulatory  System  together 
caused  19  more  deaths  than  in  19^8,  and  of  these  Heart  Disease  accounted  for 
49>  Cerebrovascular  Diseases  for  14  and  Other  Diseases  of  the  GLrculatory  System 
for  8  deaths.  As  regards  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  it  will  be  seen  that  nearly 
three  times  as  many  males  died  as  females. 

Cancer  Deaths  fell  by  2  compared  with  the  previous  year  to  a  total  of  22,  as 
regards  site,  lung  cancer  again  led  with  6  deaths  followed  by  breast  cancer 
with  three  deaths. 

Respiratory  Diseases-  -with  12  deaths  totalled  2  less  than  in  19^8  and  of  these 
Pneumonia  preponderated  with  5  deaths  followed  by  Influenza  with  4>  the  latter 
occurring  mainly. in  females. 

Accidents  fell  this  year  to  2  deaths,  only  1  involving  a  motor  vehicle  and 
both  occurring  in  females. 


Notifiable  Diseases  A  marked  feature  this  year  was  the  wave  of  Sonne 
dysentery  cases  which  spread  outwards  from  Shepton  Mallet  mainly  to  villages 
and  hamlets  in  . the  south  of  the  ’’District”  .  The  majority  of  cases  notified 
occurred  .in  primary  school  children  and  spread  to  pre-school  children  and 
adults  in  the  family  so  that  numerous  visits  to  schools  and  homes  were  necessary 
by  the  public  health  staff  and  myself  to  instigate  measures  to  limit  the  spread 
of  this  very  infectious  disease,  but  cases  snoldered  on  from  mid-February  to 

mil  May.  .  rp^  cases  of  Infective  Jaundice  occurred,  one  of  which 

was  traceable  to  contact  with  a  current  epidemic  in  a  neighbouring  R^D.C. 
G-ammaglobulin  injections  were  given  to  three  child  contacts  of  the  household 
and  there  was  no  further  spread.  The  other  case  occurred  in  an  isolated  house¬ 
hold  elsewhere  and  there  was  no  contact  history,  but  a  ’’bed  and  breakfast” 
business  was  carried  on  there  and  the.  person  concerned  had  cleaned  out  his 
drains  to  the  septic  tank  within  the  isolation  period  of  the  disease  so  the 
illness  could  well  have  been  brought  in  from  outside. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT , 1 948  (Sec. 47)  and  AMENDMENT  ACT, 1951. 

No  cases  occurred  which  required  action  under  the  pro.visons  of  these 
acts  but  two  elderly  ladies  living  in  borderline  conditions  were  visited 
from  time  to  time. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ( GENERAL )  REGULATIONS ,  1  959 »  (Sec.20). 

A  Heat  Treatment  Notice,  served  in  respect  of  brucellosis  in  a  dairy 
herd  in  mid-19^8  and  partially  lifted  three  months  later,  was  fully  re-, 
applied  in  April  19&9  following  fresh  infection  in  the  main  herd.  The 
Order  was  still  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  respect  of  another  farm,  the  Heat  Treatment  Notice  served  in  mid- 
19^8  was  revoked  in  June  1 9^9  as  the  fanner’s  Untreated  Milk  Licence  had 
been  cancelled. 

Brucellosis  infection  in  cattle  on  a  third  farm  required  no  formal 
action,  as  no  raw  milk  was  retailed  and  the  bulk  milk  went  for  heat  treatment. 

FOOD  POISONING-  AND  HUMAN  SALMONELLA  INFECTIONS 

Salmonella  agama  infection  occurred  in  a  woman  living  in  the  District 
but  working  as  a  food  handler  in  a  Shepton  Mallet  Hotel,  who  had  to  be  taken 
off  work  until  bacteriologically  clear.  This  person  also  ran  a  small¬ 
holding,  rearing  pigs  and  a  variety  of  poultry  so  that  the  possibilities  of 
animal  borne  infection  were  enormous,  but  no  specific  animal  was  incriminated 
and  there  was  no  spread  of  the  illness.

2.  Individual  Private  Supplies 

186  houses  in  the  District  (5.29?)  are  supplied  with  water  from 
individual  wells  or  springs.  173  of  these  houses  have  the  water  laid 
on  internally,  and  13  rely  on  an  external  well  or  spring.  In  most 
cases  these  houses  with  individual  private  supplies  are  in  out-lying 
areas  where  the  main  supplies  are  not  available.  Samples  were  taken 
from  some  of  these  private  supplies,  sampling  being  mainly  concentrated 
on  houses  with  an  external  well  or  spring.

Table  A  on  page  20  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  houses  in 
each  Parish.  Of  3,630  houses  in  the  District,  3,403  (93.8$)  have  a 
piped  supply  of  water,  either  from  a  public  main  or  a  private  main. 
173  (4. Tfo)  have  a  spring  or  well  water  laid  on  internally,  and  13 
(.4^)  of  the  houses  have  to  rely  on  an  outside  well  or  spring.  The 
majority  of  these  13  houses  are  unfit,  and  will  be  dealt  with  under 
Slum  Clearance  procedure.  41  houses  are  still  supplied  by  standpipe 
or  an  outside  tap. 

Table  B  on  page  21  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shows  that  3,332 
houses  in  the  District  (91*9$)  obtain  their  water  supply  direct  from 
the  public  mains  and  71  (2$)  from  private  mains. 


(B)  SEWERACE  AND  DRAINACE 
1  Sewerage  Schemes 

(a)  Cranmore  This  scheme  was  completed, 

(b)  foer oreech  (and  Stoney  Stratton)  During  the  year  the  Ministry 
approved  the  carrying  out  of  Stage  1  of  the  scheme  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  the  County  Council  had  approved  the  scheme  and  a  grant  towards 
the  cost.  The  Consulting  Engineers  were  preparing  the  documents  for 
Stage  1  for  the  relief  sewers  and  certain  new  sewers  in  Evercreech 
Village,  (estimated  cost  £60,000).  Stage  11,  (Stoney  Stratton)  would 

e  carried  out  immediately  after  the  completion  of  Stage  1 . 

kf^f  or  &  (East  and  West)  Progress  on  the  preparation  of  this 

scheme  was  slow  due  to  difficulties  experienced  in  obtaining  agreement 

with  land  owners  regarding  the  location  of  the  works  and  pumping 

station.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  these  difficulties  had  still  not  all 
been  resolved. 

^stcombe  and  Vest  combe  Little  progress  was  made  with  the 

preparation  of  this  scheme.  The  information  required  by  the  Consulting 

Engineers  for  preparing  a  scheme  to  deal  with  trade  waste  was  still  not 
finalised. 

jyjftarnpdon,  Parbrook  and  Binegar  These  three  proposed  schemes 
were  again  considered  but  adjourned  owing  to  the  commitments  of  the 
ouncil  referred  to  previously.
